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1. A method of treating an eye condition associated with 
angiogenesis in a human or animal comprising administering to

The method of Claim 1 wherein the administration is oral, 
parenteral, transdermal, or topical. 

The method of Claim 1 wherein the administration is sublingual, 
buccal, rectal, vaginal, or nasal.
